Nixon 
by N.Y. for Watergate role 


NEW YORK (U P I) — Former President Richard Nixon today was disbarred from 
the New York State Bar by the Appellate division of the State Supreme Court for his 
actions during the Watergate bugging and coverup. 
In an opinion handed down by Justice Xavier C. Riccobono, the court concluded 
Nixon “ impropely concealed and encouraged others to conceal evidence relating to 
unlawful activities.” 
Riccobono cited as ‘ unlawful activities” Watergate and the break-in of the Los 
Angeles office of psychiatrist Lewis Fielding, who treated Daniel Ellsburg, the 
government employe who released the Pentagon Papers. 
Nixon’s disbarment was to take effect Aug. 9, two years to the day after his 
resignation from the presidency, the court said. 
Nixon was first admitted to the New York bar on Dec. 5,1963, when he joined the 
law office now known as Mudge, Rose, Guthrie and Alexander. 
He tried twice to resign from the bar, without admitting any misconduct, since 


leaving the White House in 1974, but his attempts were blocked by City Bar Associa­ 
tion rules which prohibit resignation of a member under investigation by its 
grievance commitee.

The former president was permitted to resign from the California bar on Sept. 11, 
1974, after 35 years as a licensed attorney, without admitting any misconduct. 
Nixon’s disbarment carries no criminal conviction with it, bu t it prevents him from 
practicing law in New York. 
The court opinion handed down today said the disbarment was based on five 
specifications: 
— that Nixon “ improperly obstructed an F B I investigation of the unlawful entry of 
the headquarters of the Democratic National Committee.” 
— “ ...improperly authorized or approved the surreptitious payment of money to E. 
Howard Hunt, who was indicted in connection with the break-in in order to prevent or 


delay Hunt’s disclosure of information to federal law enforcement authorities. 
— “ ...improperly attempted to obstruct an investigation by the U.S. Department of 
Justice of an unlawful entry into the offices of Dr. Lewis Fielding, a psychiatrist who 
had treated Daniel Ellsberg. 
— “ ...improperly concealed and encouraged others to conceal evidence relating to 
unlawful activities of members of his staff and of the Committee to Re-Elect the 
President.

— “ ...improperly engaged in conduct which he knew or should have known would 
interfere with the legal defense of Daniel Ellsberg^” 
The justices said, “ The power of the court to discipline an attorney extends to mis­ 
conduct other than professional malfeasance, when such conduct reflects adversely 
upon the legal profession and is not in accordance with the high standards imposed 
upon members of the bar.” 
Nixon was not represented at the proceedings in New York. 
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600 die in new 
Lebanon battles 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (U P I) - Fierce 
fighting today in Beirut and the rugged 
northern mountains killed more than 600 
persons — the bloodiest toll in 15 months 
of civil war. 
The new outbreak — which raised the 
two-day death toll to nearly 1,000 — 
followed the apparent collapse of 
another Arab peace mission. 
Hospital ami m ilitia sources said near­ 
ly 1,100 persons were wounded in the 
fighting between Christian forces and 
leftist-Palestinian gunmen. 
The heaviest clashes were reported in 
the mountainous north, where both sides 
claimed victories in their battle for the 
Christian coastal town of Chekka and 
more than 20 other villages. 
But Palestinians admitted the leftists 
had suffered setbacks and independent 
sources said Christians fighting house-to- 
house had contained the left-wingers in 
Chekka and the Moslem stronghold of 
Amioun. 41 miles north of the capital. 


As the fighting erupted, Libyan 
Premier Abdel Salam Jalloud ended a 
week-long effort to put together another 
truce and left for Damascus. His depar­ 
ture came less than 24 hours after 
rightists and leftists snubbed Arab 
League efforts to convene peace talks.

Along the capital's 35-mile confronta­ 
tion line, rival gunmen riddled the ruined 
commercial district and suburbs with 
shrapnel, but made no advances. 
“ It was a hot and heavy day," a 
Palestinian commander in the leftist 
front line suburb of Chiah said, “ but we 
didn’t move very far.’* 
Casualties included at least 173 dead 
and 281 wounded in 24 hours. Over the 
past two days, 550 persons have been 
killed and 735 wounded — a record in 
Lebanon's civil war. 
Left-wing sources said Palestinian 
guerrillas aboard a small torpedo boat 
staged a midnight raid on the Christian 
port of Jounieh 12 miles north of Beirut, 
setting fire to a cargo ship. The report 
could not be confirmed. 
Leftist spokesmen also accused the 
Syrian army of shelling Palestinian posi­ 
tions near Sidon and the southern border 
villages of Bit da and Aitroun.

Salsipuedes project 
stirs little interest

The potential water reclam ation 
project on Salsipuedes Creek, south of 
Lompoc, has stirred little interest 
among Lompoc Valley farmers, the 
county’s farm adviser told Lompoc 
Water Commission last night. 
In a frank discussion of the issues, 
George Goodall said the farmers are 
“ pragmatists,” and preoccupied with 
getting their next crop to harvest. 
Goodall displayed a wall chart reaffirm­ 
ing statements of a year ago that in­ 
dicated agriculture acreage in the Valley 
would decline slightly in the next few 
years if no additional water is found; 
would increase slightly with the advent 
of such help as could be expected from 
the Salsipuedes project and would show a 
substantial increase with Salsipuedes 
and some other water source factors. 
Goodall said his agency is involved in a 
study for the County Water Agency that 
will spell out agriculture’s water needs, 
give some insight into the farmer’s 
ability to pay and some data on the im­ 
pact of the worsening water quality in 
the underground basins. 
Later in response to questions about a 
timetable for resolution of the quest fac­ 
tors. Goodall said "the decision time is 
at hand * 


Lompoc City Attorney Alan Davidson, 
had pushed for some specifics on the help 
Goodall’s office could render in mobiliz­ 
ing farm support for the Salsipuedes 
project. Goodall indicated his office was 
ready to help explain the facts of the 
water economics, but he declined to say 
his office would take the lead in organiz­ 
ing the farm support. 
Goodall said the administration and 
the financing for the Salsipuedes project 
could be worked out by means of a 
special taxing district under the wing of 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conserva­ 
tion District, as one example. 
Commissioner Ed Rodgers pushed 
Davidson for a timetable on the city’s ex­ 
pectations for the Salsipuedes project, 
but got no specifics 
The Salsipuedes project came into the 
fore some months ago in response to 
state entreaties to explore all local 
sources of water before zeroing in on 
state Feather River water Santa Bar­ 
bara County has invested in a future an­ 
nual entitlement of 57,500 acre feet of the 
state water. 
To clear the way for the Salsipuedes 
project, the City of Lompoc has filed an 
application with the state to capture 
flood flows on the creek for recharge of 
the underground No hearing has yet 
been held on the question.

Gov Edmund G Brown Jr .’s action in 
signing the state's budget has cleared the 
way for an educational funding bill that 
will bring an estimated half million 
dollars in additional revenues to Lompoc 
Unified School District, it was disclosed 
today. 
District business manager Joe Carlin 
said the district will get an estimated $37 
per student on an average daily atten­ 
dance basis. The district has an es­

CRLA reached this mark with 
a staff and budget that, ac­ 
cording to director Burton 
Fretz. should be multiplied by 
five. 
“Poor people have a greater 
need for legal aid than middle 
income people." he remarked 
last week. "It's poor people, 
living on a shoestring, who miss 
the rent and are served with an 
eviction notice, who can’t pay 
medical bills and are sued, and 
who miss payments and have 
their car repossessed *’ 
But the poor "have nowhere 
near the access to attorney 
power that the general popula­ 
tion does,’’ he reports. 
The general population has 
one attorney per 1,000 persons 
Poor people in CRLA’s 
territory number, at the 
minimum. 15,000 to 20,000. 
however, they do not have 15 to 
20 attorneys available to repre­ 
sent them or give them legal 
advice on dvil matters such as 
sales contracts and landlord- 
tenant problems 
They have only CRLA. which 
now has two working lawyers 
and openings for two more. 
Statewide there are 10 CRLA 
regional offices staffed by 48 at­ 
torneys. 
According to Fretz, "Most at­ 
torneys who come to CRLA are 
top in their class and could 
command substantially higher 
salaries on the outside " 
High earnings, he stated, are 
not a critical factor in the kind 
of law they want to practice 
now. however 
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BURTON FRETZ is one of the attorneys that 
poor people turn to in Northern Santa Barbara 
County for free legal aid. He is director of 
California Rural Legal Assistance in Santa 
Maria Poor people, he says, need legal aid more 
than does the middle class. 


The University of Penn­ 
sylvania law graduate related 
that many area poor people 
went unrepresented before 
CRLA was set up in 1966. A few 
lucky poor found local at­ 
torneys to represent them free 
of charge 
In those days, many of the 
poor lived with the fear that 
they would go to jail for not 
paying a bill. 
’They didn’t know that deb­ 
tor’s prison went out 150 years 
ago." he said. 
CRLA is funded through the 
National Legal Service Cor­ 
poration. which is funded by 
Congress 
Fretz said he turned down a 


job with the Brown administra­ 
tion making $10,000 more than 
he does presently. 
Practicing law with CRLA of­ 
fers a greater intellectual 
satisfaction because of the 
wider variety of legal problems 
that must be confronted there. 
"If I accepted a job in a tax 
law firm in Washington D.C., I 
might become a master in 10 
sections of the internal revenue 
code, but that’s all," he said. 
CRLA is located in a cool two- 
story early California ’ style 
house on West Mill Street in 
Sapta Maria. The staff, besides 
Fretz and fellow attorney. Ken 
Rice, includes two community 
workers and four secretaries. 


Persons with the same 
qualifications as those who 
collect food stamps come to 
this office to be advised or 
represented in five areas of 
civil law: family — divorce, 
separation, non-support, etc.; 
consumer and employment — 
sales contracts, garnishment, 
wage claims, bankruptcy; ad­ 
ministrative — welfare, social 
security, workmen’s compen­ 
sation: housing — landlord- 
tenant problems; and mis­ 
cellaneous — torts, juvenile, 
school c a se s and m is ­ 
demeanors. 
CRLA also represents poor 
people who wish to file suit as a 
group "on a matter of broad 
public interest.” 
The Santa Maria CRLA of­ 
fice. for example, currently is 
engaged in a suit against the Of­ 
fice erf Revenue Sharing. The 
suit is on behalf of 100 Mexican- 
American residents in Santa 
Maria who claim that ORS is 
supplying revenue sharing 
money to a town — Santa Maria 
— that practices racial and sex­ 
ual discrimination in its hiring. 
During the Reagan ad­ 
ministration. CRLA was filing 
so many suits statewide against 
the state Department of 
Welfare and agriculture 
growers — and was winning 
them — that the governor 
vetoed the CRLA program. 
After six1 months of fédéral 
hearings, the veto was found to 
be "totally unwarranted and 
without foundation" and the 
p ro g ra m was prom ptly 
refunded. 
Fretz said his office has not 
filed any suits c h i behalf of a 
Lompoc group because "no one 
has called up and complained.” 
For Fretz. there is in addition 
ah emotional satisfaction to 
(ffacticing law at CRLA. If he 
worked for a firm or went into 
private practice, he would do a 
lot of representing clients seek­ 
ing recovery of money and he 
dislikes the idea of that. 
“I would rather keep a fami­ 
ly in a house or in food stamps 
than represent that same fami­ 
ly in a personal injury case 
where they make a bundle,” he 
said.

The New Jersey twisters, 
highly unusual in the New York 
metropolitan area, passed by 
the 11 square riggers still 
Postal specialty 
services going up 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Postal Service’s rates for 
special delivery mail, money 
orders and registered mail are 
going up July 18. 
A new rate schedule an­ 
nounced Wednesday includes 
increases for those services and 
a number of changes—both in­ 
creases and reductions—for 
commercial mailers. The 13- 
cent charge for first-class mail 
is unchanged. 


The cost of a special delivery 
stamp w ill jump from 80 cents 
to $1.25 and the minimum 
charge for a money order will 
increase from 30 cents to 50 
cents. 


Registered mail will cost a 
minimum of $2.10 instead of 
$1.S. and the fee for certified 
mail will be 60 cents instead of 
40 cents. 
The new rates include these 


changes affecting commercial 
mailers: 
—For mailing a typical new­ 
smagazine. which goes second 
class, the cost will increase 
from an average of 5 cents to 
5.1 cents. 
—The cost of sending an 
advertising letter, which goes 
third class, the cost w ill in­ 
crease from 13 cents to 14 cents 
for the first two ounces. 
—The cost of third class bulk 
mail will drop from 7.7 cents 
per piece to 7.5 cents per piece 
for the first 250,000 pieces 
mailed during a calendar year.

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Reagan campaigns in N.D. 
for GÖP delegate support

FARGO. N.D. (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan appealed to 
North Dakota Republicans to­ 
day for GOP delegate support 
but rated the state a ‘ toss up” 
with President Ford. 
At the first stop in a three- 
day. three-state campaign sw­ 
ing. Reagan met privately 
Wednesday night and lobbied 
more than half of the 18 
delegates to the state’s GOP 
convention 
The former California gover­ 
nor was scheduled to address 
the full convention today before 
selection of 18 delegates to the 
August national convention. 
“North Dakota, we’ve always 
figured, was a toss up that 
could probably go somewhere 


in a rough split.” Reagan told 
reporters 
Reagan supporters said a 9-9 
split in delegates would be a 
“victory.’’ 
He planned to leave for 
Chicago later in the day for 
private meetings to court a 
handful of crucial uncommitted 
delegates there. 
Before leaving Los Angeles. 
Reagan was asked about the up­ 
coming Olympic games and 
said he believed the United 
States should not participate if 
Nationalist China is barred 
The Canadian government an­ 
nounced last week it would not 
grant the Taiwanese entry visas 
if they insisted on competing as 
the Republic of China. 


“Very frankly. I think there 
has been too much of this. 
We’ve let politics get into the 
Olympics.” 
He complained that Olympic 
standards were not uniform. 
“They will bar one country 
and pay no attention to other 
countries that are guilty of 
things that we think are in­ 
humane and discriminatory and 
so forth. 
“I think it’s time the Olym­ 
pics get back to sports and let 
politics stay out.” 
Arriving in Fargo. Reagan 
was greeted by 300 well- 
wishers. but drew what local 
supporters said, was a disap­ 
pointingly small turnout at 
Fargo’s Town House Motor Inn.

PALO ALTO. Calif. (UPI) - 
A heavy round of negotiations 
and the fact that union 
representatives ignored a 
strike deadline led officials to 
voice hope that a strike which 
would shut down almost all of 
California’s fruit canning indus­ 
try could be avoided. 
The workers had been slated 
to go out at 6 a.m. Wednesday, 
but union spokesmen instead 
agreed to continue negotiations 
with an agreement by represen­ 
tatives of 28 canning companies 
and 13 Teamsters Union locals 
to give 24-hour notice before a 
strike out or lockout. 
The negotiators met Wednes­ 
day. broke for dinner, and met 
again Wednesday night, and an­ 
nounced plans to keep talking 
today. 
Federal m ediator L.W. 
Sabatino said the new 24-hour 
notice agreement gave negotia­ 
tors a chance “to bargain 
without deadline pressure.” 
Union representative Fred 
Sanchez said the talks would 
continue on a day-to-day basis. 
A strike would close down 96 
per cent of the canning industry 
and come at the height of the 
fruit and vegetable processing 
season. 
It would affect about 100,000 
farm workers in addition to 
those directly involved in the 
canning industry. 
The unions are asking for a 
83.50 hourly pay raise over a 
three-year period plus im­ 
proved fringe benefits. The 
companies have offered in­ 
creases ranging from 95 cents 
to $1.42 per hour. 
Crops most immediately af­ 
fected are apricots,, peaches, 
pears and tomatoes. Volume 
harvesting normally takes 
place in July. 
According to food processors, 
granting the union pay de­ 
mands would Increase the cost 
of a regular-sized can of 
peaches or tomatoes by four 
cents. 
The California Farm Bureau 
asked U.S. Secretary of Labor 
W.J. Usery for help in settling 
the dispute, which members of 
commodity organizations said 
would affect the nation’s food 
supply. 
The commodity organizations 
urged a federal injunction un­ 
der the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Processors said the state 
produces virtually all the 
nation’s canned apricots, fruit 
cocktails and cling peaches.

HOUSTON (UPI) - Texas 
Heart Institute doctors say they 
hope a mechanical pumping 
device successfully implanted 
in a 44-year-old woman this 
week eventually will lead to 
development of a totally me­ 
chanical human heart. 
The device kept the woman 
alive for six days before it was 
removed, the institute reported 
Wednesday. The patient, who 
was not identified, was 
reported in “stable” condition 
by St. Luke’s Hospital. 
The patient was believed to 
be the fifth person to have an 
abdominal left ventricular as­ 
sist device implanted at the 
hospital since November. 
Medical researchers at St. 
Luke's have been working on 
artificial and mechanical heart 
devices since the heart trans­ 
plant program headed by Dr. 
Denton Cooley was discon­ 
tinued after surgeons concluded 
the results were unsatisfactory. 


A statement released by the 
institute described 
the 
ventricular assist device as a 


blood pump powered by an ex­ 
ternal pneumatic source. 
The device is used only as a 
last resort where patients can­ 
not be weaned from the heart- 
lung machine usually used after 
surgery. 


tube is sewn into the top of the 
left ventricle, and blood flows 
from there into a polyurethane 
bladder encased in stainless 
steel housing. 


The woman had undergone a 
ripie 
triple coronary artery bypass 
operation June 30. But when her 
surgeons had difficulty getting 
her own heart to function, after 
taking her off the heart-lung 
machine, they implanted the 
device. 


Controversy has surrounded 
human use of the device for 
months. Several weeks ago a 
chemical engineer at the 
National Heart and Lung In­ 
stitute was suspended from his 
job for 15 days, after saying its 
use in human beings was 
“premature.” 


The device was cleared for 
clinical use on humans by the 
National Heart and Lung In­ 
stitute at Bethesda. Md., after 
extensive testing. 


It consists of an inflow tube, a 
pneumatic pumping chamber 
and outflow tube.

In what may amount to $7 million in sales, two companies 
are selling small hunks of rusted bridge suspension cable 
that was cut down and then gussied up. 
Demand is so great there’s talk of a price war. 
At present, prices range from $50 for a four-inch hunk, 
either nickel or gold-plated, to $25 for a three-inch piece, 
brass-plated, unpainted or painted the orange of the bridge 
itself 
Competition between the two firms over the souvenir 
hunks is heated. In fact, they plan big advertising pushes this 
weekend to sell the nostalgia. 
The old cable is such a hot financial item that the board of 
directors of the Golden Gate Bridge District is a partner of 
one of the companies and gets 60 per cent of the profits. 
In return, the bridge district, a public agency, has lent its 
name to be used in the sales pitches. 
San Francisco Cable Co., the district’s partner, this week 
started moving more than 120 tons of the rusted cable from 
the bridge to a factory. 
There, more than 14 miles of used-up cable is being chop-

Six months ago, Earl and Chris Cass 
mailed cards from the Cruise ship Royal 
Viking Sky on a New Zealand-Australia 
tour. They were for cancellation on Tin 
Can Island, the South Pacific island of 
Niuafo’ou. Midway of Samoa and Fiji, 
the island was once, and is again, at least 
to philatelists, one of the most unique in 
the world. The stamps are valuable. Cas­ 
s's were delivered in June. 
Niuafo'ou up until 1946, was famous as 
a stamp collector’s island because of the 
novel manner by which mail was swum 
by a white mailman and his Tongan 
postal assistants, through shark-infested 
waters, to passing steamers. 
The island coastline is sheer and 
rocky, with a dangerous surf running 
most of the year. It is only during brief 
intervals that small craft can anchor off 
the island for any length of time. So 
many outrigger canoes were lost going 
out through the breakers to collect mail 
and small supplies from passing 
steamers, or were damaged while at­ 
tempting a landing bade at Agaha. Thus 
it was only at certain times of the year 
that the transit could be made safely. 
Credit for the “Tin Can” mail service 
belongs to Charles Stewart Ramsay, a 
Britisher appointed some years back, to 
the Niuafo’ou trading post of Morris 
Hedstrom Co. An avid reader and letter 
writer, he quickly realized that receipt 
and dispatch of mail and reading matter 
presented almost unsurmontable ob­ 
stacles. A chance observation solved the 
dilemma. 
He watched natives making their way 
down to the rocks with buoyant swimm­ 
ing poles of fau (hibiscus) wood to go 
fishing. A heavy swell was running. 
After a few minutes of watching the 
waves as they roared in. the natives 
seized their poles, threw them into the 
backwash and immediately followed. 
Soon they reappeared some distance out, 
where they again secured their wooden 
floats. The towering crest of the close- 
following wave threatened destruction 
on the rocks, but the natives seized their 
poles into the air above the crest. Diving 
beneath the wave, they once again ap­ 
peared beyond the danger zone of break­ 
ing waves. 
“Why can’t I do that?” thought 
Ramsay. Soon after, he made his first 
swim to deliver and collect mail, 
periodicals and books from the regularly 
passing “Tofua" of the Union Steamship 
Co. of New Zealand. 
A slight man and considered only a fair 
swimmer. Ramsay gained the reputation 
over the next few years, as the greatest 
white swimmer in the South Seas — and 
one of the bravest. His tour to and from 
Niuafo'ou to the ”Tofua” was through 
waters in which the fins of tenifa, or 
man-eating sharks, made ominous 
cutwaters. 
Ramsay braved the roughest seas for 
his prized letters and reading matter. It 
was handled in this manner: the outward 
mail was made up ashore, into several 
parcels, wrapped in oil waterproof 
* paper, and tied to the ends of sticks 
about three feet in length. Two or three 
Tongans. depending on amount of mail, 
accompanied Ramsey out to the 
steamers, each with a stick topped by 
its parcel of mail, and their bodies sup­ 
ported by six to seven foot long fau poles, 
which were very buoyant and easily 
carried the weight of a recumbent body, 
These parcels were placed in buckets 
reeled down from the steamer deck. 
Inward mail sealed in 40-pound biscuit 
tins was then lowered or tossed over­ 
board to the swimming mailmen. And so. 


because of this unique mail service, 
Niuafu'ou was dubbed “Tin Can Island.” 
By land, air and sea, the Casses 
traveled 15.665 miles on their trip, 
recording additional miles as they toured 
Christchurch. New Zealand by car. They 
had flown from San Francisco 
Their New Year’s Eve dinner was an 
experience in an Italian resturant lit by 
crystal chandeliers and hurricane lamps. 
The cocktail hour was spent in Victoria 
Square. Their trip New Year’s Day to 
Queenstown took much longer than an­ 
ticipated with rough mountainous roads 
and right-hand driving on the left side of 
the road. Warned they’d never make it 
that night and would find no accommoda­ 
tions (summer vacation time for New 
Zealanders) they stopped overnight and 
continued the next day. Turning in the 
car. they flew back to Christchurch to 
explore the countryside before their 
flight to Australia. Most exciting was a 
50-mile motor bus trip to private 
property where they boarded jet boats, 
taken to the water’s edge by tractor. The 
ensuing trip was ”like shooting the 
rapids.” Dinner that evening was at the 
Clarendon House with new-found friends 
from Sydney, for which they enplaned 
the next morning. Clocks were turned 
back two hours, making California time 
25 hours behind. Checking in at the 
Wentworth Hotel, they found most 
places closed on Sunday. On a leisurely 
walk to Australia Square and the Sky 
Walk, they could see the entire island, 
and the harbor, which must be. says 
Chris, the most beautiful in the world. 
^Contrasted to Christchurch, the city was 
fa “hustle-bustle “ A three-hour bus tour 
afforded scenic views including the 102 
million dollar opera house in the bay, and 
the Royal Viking on which they would 
cruise the next two weeks. First port of 
call was Suva. Fiji Islands with its ex­ 
treme heat and humidity. Pairing with a 
couple from Beverly Hills, the women 
shopped in the market place long aft«* 
their husbands had returned to the*ship. 
A cab ride took them oceanside for a 
lunch at the Tradewinds. A torrential 
rain pour followed by a beautiful clear­ 
ing. cooled the temperature a bit. 
That night, passengers engaged in a 
talent show aboard ship. For their per­ 
formance in a today’s version of “Spirit 
of ’76.” the Casses and their friends won 
a prize of silver cufflinks and charms. 
Their original costumes were makeshift 
but effective with Eteri as drummer boy, 
his drum a foil covered pail, and Chris 
with a captain's hat “Cruising, Boozing, 
Snoozing” was the original title of their 
vocal efforts. 
On past Tin Can Island, next stop was 
at Apia. Western Samoa, long-ago home 
and burial place of Robert Louis 
Stevenson. The natives' windowless 
thatched huts were picturesque. 
Back to the ship there were again 
many days asea before disembarking in 
Honolulu. Hawaii. Shopping all morning, 
the travelers found prices “outrageous,” 
but enjoyed a glass bottomed boat ride, a 
native Hawaiian show and picture sub­ 
jects galore. Leis thrown hack from the 
ship signified a, wish to return. 
Shipboard activities kept passengers 
busy in the next days until their landing 
at Wilminton Harbor. L.A. where many 
departed. For the Lompoc travelers, it 
was still vacation time as they went back 
to San Francisco where they had left 
their car with Bruce and Marge Thomas 
of San Jose. Friends came aboard for a 
tour before a final leave-taking of the 
floating castle, home for the travelers 
the previous three weeks.

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Mayors to have 
legal counsel at 
Solvang meeting

When the county’s five 
mayors meet in Solvang July 19 
ostensibly to act on City Selec­ 
tion Committee appointments 
to the Regional Coastal Com­ 
mission and Local Agency For­ 
mation Commission (LAFCO), 
they will have the benefit of on- 
the-spot legal advice by the 
county counsel’s office. 
Deputy County Counsel Don 
Vickers confirmed reports that 
he will be attending the Solvang 
se ssio n in the V e te ran s 
M em orial Building there. 
Deputy County Clerk Phyllis 
Henderson will be on hand to 
handle the secretarial work. 
The special mayors’ commit­ 
tee got into legal hot water at 
their earlier meeting in Solvang 
on the basis of a vote to oust 
Carpintería City Councilman 
Ernest Wullbrandt as the cities' 
representative on the Coastal 
Commission. 
The county counsel’s office 
gave an opinion, on request, 
that the 
ouster was illegal 
because it was not a subject 
placed on the agenda at the 
special meeting. That opinion 
also negated the mayors’ sub­ 
sequent action in naming Santa 
Maria City Councilman John F. 
A dam 
J r . 
to 
s u c c e e d 
Wullbrandt. 
Santa Maria Mayor Elwin 
Mussell, mayors’ committee 
chairman, said another try will 
be made to carry out the 
Wullbrandt ouster July 19 and 
the agenda that has been 
released has an item pertaining 
to creating and filling such a 
vacancy, along with the pos­ 
sibility of creating and filling 
one or two LAFCO vacancies. 
Vickers, who had given the 
opinion against the mayors’ 
first action, which was by a 3-1 
vote, said the July 19 agenda 
properly provides for any 


changes contem plated on 
membership of the Coastal 
Commission and LAFCO. 
Vickers said that while terms 
of LAFCO members are nor­ 
mally for four years, the 
mayors’ group can remove its 
two representatives without 
cause at any time. The mayors’ 
selection on the Coastal Com­ 
mission also serves merely “at 
the pleasure” of the commit­ 
tee. 
In what may or may not be a 
coincidence, the two LAFCO 
positions where changes might 
be made by the mayors July 19 
are held by Santa Barbara 
Mayor David Shiftman and 
L o m p o c M a y o r E u g e n e 
Stevens, who had requested 
determination of legality of the 
e a r l i e r m o v e in v o l v i n g 
Wullbrandt. 
Shiftman hadn’t been able to 
attend the meeting and Stevens 
voted against the ouster, citing 
the fact the committee had a 
policy declaration on selections 
to act (Hi prior to making new 
changes. 
The possibility exists, some 
observers pointed out, that the 
policy draft might not be 
finalized at the July 19 meeting 
in time to go ahead with new 
selections. The proposed new 
policy, it was learned, would in­ 
clude necessity to get applica­ 
tions from persons considered 
as new city representatives on 
the commissions. 
The Wullbrandt matter was 
seen as another hot spot in the 
“ cold war” being waged by 
County Supervisor H arrell 
Fletcher and other north county 
persons to get north county 
representation on the coastal 
commission 
There are five 
South Coast representatives. 
LAFCO presently has three 
South Coast members and the 
North County has two.

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Early removal of wisdom 
teeth favored by doctors 
San Diego growing as film test market 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
accurate prediction of problem 
wisdom teeth has led some doc­ 
tors to call for their removal 
from children between the ages 
of 7 and 9 


That's the opinion of doctors 
who have revitalized the 
process of enucleation, or 
removal of the third molar, 
from young children and com­ 
bined it with the accurate 
prediction of who will have 
problems with their wisdom 
teeth in adulthood 


The concept of removing 
wisdom teeth, or third molars, 
from the very yotmg is not new. 
What is new is the accurate 
prediction of whether a young­ 
ster's wisdom teeth will cause 
problems later. 


Dr. C. Bowdler Henry of the 
Royal Dental Hospital of 
London developed the technique 
in 1929 and removed some 3,000 
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third molars from children 
before he suspended his work in 
the 1950s. 


He stopped because he could 
not accurately predict which 
children would have problems 
with their wisdom teeth. 


Dr. Robert M Ricketts of 
Pacific Palisades, Calif., revi­ 
talized the idea within the past 
decade and has been working 
with the UCLA School of Den­ 
tistry to develop and test 
enucleation in children. 


Rocky Mountain Data Sys­ 
tems of Sherman Oaks, Calif ., a 
7-year-old firm, makes the 
predictions by using computer 
analysis. 


By examining a head X-ray 
and feeding the data into a com­ 
puter. Rocky Mountain can 
forecast the amount and direc­ 
tion of growth in the jaw/called 
space availability. The predic­ 
tions Are 90 per cent accurate. 
At the most, the forecasts are 
three millimeters in error. 


Knowledge of predicting and 
then removing the third molar 
from children has just begun to 
spread across the United 
States. To acquaint dentists and 
oral surgeons with enucleation, 
Rocky Mountain has begun to 
conduct seminars on the 
process The first one was held 
in Los Angeles in June. 
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“The practice is generally un­ 
known," said Robert J. 
Schulhof, president of Rocky 
Mountain. “Its popularity will 
grow slowly. The concept of 
probabilities and statistics in 
diagnosis is a little new to den­ 
tistry and will take some time 
for people to accept it.” 
Dr. Seymour Carr, a part- 
time faculty member in the 
UCLA Department of Oral 
Surgery, is one who has. 


He is all in favor of removing 
the third molar “bud” if — and 
only if — there is not enough 
room in the mouth for it to grow 
without adversely affecting the 
rest of the teeth or the body. 
Crowding of the interior teeth 
(which produces crooked 
teeth), infections that can 
spread to other parts of the 
body and cysts could develop if 
the third molar is not removed 
in some cases. 
Eighty-five per cent of the 
population is born with third 
molars. More than 50 per cent 
will experience wisdom tooth 
problems, with 50 to 90 per cent 
of these in the college age 
bracket. 


“The ideal time to perform 
enucleation is when the child is 
between 7 and 9 years old — 
before calcification takes 
place,” said Carr. “This is 
before the hardening and grow­ 
ing of the tooth into the jaw.” 


He said the young wisdom 
tooth, which has a jelly-like 
consistency in its bud stage, is 
simply “scooped" out after an 
incision is made on the gum. In 
the older person, in which the 
tooth has calcified and grown 
deep into the jaw, bone must be 
cut. 
Pain and cost, he said, would 
be greatly reduced if the 
procedure was performed when 
the person was young. 


“By removal, it prevents dis­ 
comfort as far as surgery is 
concerned and prevents other 
discomforts that may develop.” 


Carr said the practice is not 
popular among dentists because 
they are concerned with the 
possibility of removing what 
may be needed in the future. He 
said people also lack the con­ 
fidence to perform surgery, 
even minor operations, on 
children. 


Carr, who has a private oral 
surgery practice near the 
UCLA campus, is extremely in­ 
terested in his specialty, so 
much so that his colleagues kid 
Mm about being the “father of 
pediatric oral surgery.” 


“The primary objection is 
that dentists are by nature con­ 
servative. There is also some 
concern that the teeth may be 
useful in later years.” he said. 
“Once the faith is obtained, you 
can feel comfortable about 
removing the buds. 


“People are also inclined to 
be hesitant about performing 
surgery on children. Actually, 
children are excellent patients 
and they heal wonderfully. We 
also can correct things more 
easily in childhood than in 
adulthood." 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - When 
the producers of “All The 
President's Mm” got a good 
reaction from a preview crowd 
in heavily Republican San 
Diego, they suspected they had 
a hit on their hands. 
It was only the latest of many 
movies which have been 
previewed in San Diego — fast 
becoming an important film- 
test market — by producers 
anxious to get crowd input 
before the final editing. 
In recent months Paramount, 
MGM, Warner Brothers and 
20th Century-Fox have all step­ 
ped up their use of San Diego as 
a preview city. Some refer to it 
as a “production sneak”, others 
as a "preview sneak.” 
Perry Brown, promotion di­ 
rector for Paramount, said it is 
the most frequently used city 
for preview screenings by that 
studio “It’s a typical motion- 
picture town,” he said, "as San 
Diego goes, so does everyone.” 
He said San Diego has also 
become the fifth most impor­ 
tant movie market in the na­ 
tion, behind New York, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, and 
Dallas-Fort Worth. 
San Francisco is the other 
most-used film test city in 
Calif omia. 
Joseph Hyams, vice presi­ 
dent, publicity, for Warner 
Brothers, said “We used to go 
to San Francisco often, but we 
found out we weren’t getting 
the best information from San 
Francisco. We’ve found that 
San Diego gives us the proper 
demographics.” 
Paramount is one of the 
studios which also uses San 
Diego to test various advertis­ 
ing plans for movies. Newspa­ 
per ads were used to preview 
"The Bad News Bears,” and 
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THERE are bird feeders and bird feeders, and then there is this 
gentleman known in London as “The Birdman of St. James Park.’ 
Having won their complete confidence, the frequent park visitor 
has the birds eating out of his hand, and then some. 


Sometimes producers and 
directors sit in an audience to 
“feel” reaction to the films. “If 
you’re smart, you sit in the 
audience while the film is runn­ 
ing and you can tell what it 
does," explains Hyams. 
Friedkin said reaction cards 
plus “set of the pants, eyes, 
ears and nose” help guide the 
film experts on whether a film, 
will be well received or 
whether it needs some editing. 
Forms are also handed out to 
customers so the film makers 
can get the demographics — 
age, sex, occupation, etc. — of 
the audience. 


Observers pay attention to 
how many people leave the 
theater in mid-picture, how 
many wander out to the lobby to 
smoke or buy food, and what 
the theatergoers may be saying 
to each other as they leave the 
movie house.

“we oversold the house,” ac­ 
cording to Brown. “We proved 
the ad would work.” 
Many films are still shown in 
sneak previews in the Los 
Angeles area, but producers are 
wary of the audiences there as 
being too movie oriented. 
John Friedkin, publicist for 
20th Century, likes San Diego 
because “it’s convenient, and it 
gives us a chance to get out of 
town” with a film. 
Hyams said a sneak preview 
here of “All The President’s 
Men” “told us a lot about it. It 


went through the roof.” And 
because it is a heavily 
Republican area, Hyams said, 
“that was some kind of con­ 
sideration. The audience was 
with it all the way. That was so 
very encouraging to us.”

Holography finding 
commercial usage 


BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. 
(UP1) — A picture of a pretty 
girl blowing a kiss is not par­ 
ticularly striking. But the same 
picture in three dimensions, 
animated and seeming to hang 
in space is an attention getter. 
It’s done with a process 
called holography — laser 
photography. The same process 
can put a 10-foot taU gyrating 
rock singer beside a highway or 
hanging in space over an in­ 
tersection 
It can put a three dimension­ 
al cowboy over a toy counter. It 
would be animated by the 
viewer walking by. 
Holography and laser photog­ 
raphy are not new. But the com­ 
mercial application, and a way 
to simply preserve the image 
and turn it on at will — any im­ 
age — is a new application. 
Holographic 
Development 
Corp. (HDC) of Beverly Hills is 
building the first automated lab 
capable of turning out holo­ 
grams for use in point-of- 
purchase displays. 
A! Hechinger, chairman, said 
a three-dimensional diagram 
can be made of anything. 
“Anything you can capture on 
film, we can put in a hologram, 
including computer-generated 
images We“re working on a 
video tape and we’re working 
on an idea for short movies." 
The MMoot tall holographic 
billboard is in the works fur a 
major record company It will 
be unveiled In New York this 
fall. There may be some ques­ 
tion as to whether the world 
needs a 10-foot tall rock star 
gyrating beside a highway, but 
it can be espected to sell 
records, as well as stop traffic. 
The images are In color, 
somewhat by accident. The 
co lo r 
r e s u lts 
from 
a 
"chromatic smear," involved 
in the film process, although 
only black and white film is 
used. I t’s a prism effect 
resulting from the white light 
passing through the film sheet. 
The theory of holography was 
formulated In 1947 by Dr. Den­ 
nis Gabor, a British scientist. 
But the theory could not be 
proved until the development of 
the laser light in the 1960s 
The cost of lasers prohibited 
the commercial development of 
holography HDC did not design 
a low-cost laser, but has found 
a way of using it in the 
photographic process, but 
bypassing it in the projection of 
the picture. 
The holographic image is 
seen with the aid of an ordinary 
light bulb. 
Their process has opened up a 
new field. Three dimensional 
images can be used In motion 
picture film, video and still 
photography. 
HDC plans to train photogra­ 
phers and cinematographers at 
their lab in the techniques of • 
producing software with stand­ 
ard motion picture film. 
Hechinger said there would 
be HDC processing centers 
across the country and in 
Canada within • couple of 
years. 
Hechinger is the pro-tem 
chairman of the newly formed 
Working Group of Holography 
for the Society of Photo-Optical 
Instrumentation Engineers 
"We are just launching three 
working groups now," he said, 
"and we are getting tome of the 
original researchers in it.’’ 
The holographic image is put 
on film through a complicated 
process involving split laser 
photography.

Miller in lead; 
67 for Higgins 


SOUTHPORT. England (UPI) - 
Johnny Miller, making his moat deter­ 
mined bid to capture the British Open 
golf title, fired a four-under-par 68 today 
for a 140 to take the early lead in the se­ 
cond round of the $135,000 tournament. 
Miller's second round score broke the 
course record, but the standard did not 
last very long as Texan Carl Higgins 
came up with a 67 just 20 minutes later. 
“Carl Who?” the bemused Miller said 
as he left the press interview tent. 
Higgins, from Dallas, was virtually un­ 
known before his record score gave him 
a 36-round aggregate of 144, four strokes 
off the pace set by Miller. 
The Texan had to play hi the qualifying 
rounds for the tournament, and his 77 in 
Wednesday’s opening round drew little 
attention. He went out Thursday in 33, 
one under par. playing regulation golf 
with one birdie at the 423 yard 2nd 
hole.He picked up another birdie at the 
par 5 13th hole, squared the 14th and then 
rolled in three more birdies before tak­ 
ing a par 5 at the final green for a 
homeward nine tally of 34. 
Miller, who finished third in the Open 
last year and second in 1973, canned five 
birdies over the 7,001 Royal Birkdale 
course and dropped only one shot to 
finish with a total of 140 at the half-way 
mark. 
He firmed overnight in the betting to a 
6-1 joint favorite with Jack Nlcklaus, 
who shot a scood round 70 today for a 36- 
hole total of 144 
The 29-year-old Miller, ‘‘in perfect 
shape,” said 1» had played the best bir­ 
die hole of his career when he recovered 
after driving his ball into grass 25-inches 
high at the par five 13th hole which 
measures 505 yards. 
Miller s round was the best yet in a 
tournament since the Royal Birkdale 
course was shortened by 40 yajrds It beat 
Wednesday’s best score of 89 shot by the 
co-first round leaders. Ireland's Christy

The IOC says this is interference in its 
affairs and insists Canada honor the 
agreement made in writing— that aU 
members in good standing will be per­ 
mitted to enter the country-wben Mont­ 
real was awarded the games in 1970. 
The Canadian Olympic Association, 
which successfully bid for the games and 
is the official host, Wednesday joined the

Taiwan team 
awaits word 
from leaders 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Track and 
field athletes from Taiwan waited today 
for word front their government as to 
their next course of action. 
The Canadian government, because of 
its new relations with the People's 
Republic of China, has stipulated the 
Taiwanese cannot participate in the 1976 
Montreal Olympics unless they drop 
their flag, national anthem and the name 
Republic of China. 
"We’re just waiting for word from 
Taiwan,” said C K Yang, former world 
record holder in the decathlon and one of 
the countries’ two coaches. "We don’t 
want to go and get shot at,” 
Yang, a silver medalist in the 
decathlon at the 1960 Rome Olympics, 
said he has heard "we might not get any 
further than the airport, so we don’t go 
until we get approval from Taipei.” 
Olympic-bound athletes do not need 
passports to enter Montreal, hut the 
Canadian government has indicated it 
would detain Taiwanese athletes at the 
airport in accordance with their threat to 
ban them unless they succumb to 
Canada’s wishes 


The seven-man, seven-woman track 
and field team worked out at UCLA 
Wednesday before returning to their 
nearby hotel. 


"There seems to be a morale problem 
since this whole thing happened,” Yang 
said, "They are having a letdown. They 
don't recuperate from fatigue the way 
they should.” 
The People’s Republic

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Lompoc Olympian Carter 
recalls a simpler Ga

The Olympic Games have gotten out 
of hand, everyone seems to agree. The 
Canadian Olympic Association, making 
its bid for the ’76 games, promised a 
return to a "simple Olympics.” That 
promise seems laughable now. 
Maybe the problem is that hardly 
anyone remembers what a simple Olym­ 
pics really is. 
Nic* Carter remembers. Nick was 
Lompoc’s first, and so far only, Olym­ 
pian It’s been 48 years since he sailed 
from New York with Johnny 
Weismuller, Buster Crabbe, Charlie 
Paddock and the rest of the 1928 U.S. 
Olympic team, bound for Amsterdam 
and the ninfi modern Olympic Games. 
Today, security at the Olympics is a 
multi-million dollar operation, involving 
anti-nuclear defenses and large armed 
combat forces. 
In '28, Nick recalls, the only security 
at the Games consisted of keeping the 
American athletes out of the bars and 
keeping everyone off the running track. 


It seems that the track wasn’t com­ 
pleted until the day before the Opening 
Ceremonies (some things never change), 
and none of the runners were allowed to 
practice on the dirt-and-brick-dust track. • 
U.S. team officials feared that the bars 
in downtown Amsterdam might prove 
too tempting a novelty for the American 
athletes, who were coming from a 
country wrapped in prohibition. So the 
team's ocean liner was backed away 
from the dock and anchored far out in the 
harbor. 
"The damn boat rocked all the time,” 
says Carter, "and everyone got ‘sea 
legs.’ We spent seven days going across 
the Atlantic, and then to have to stay on 
that boat - it hurt a lot of our athletes.” 
He offers that Information as an amus­ 
ing anecdote, not as a complaint or ex­ 
cuse. He finished third in his heat of the 
1.500 meters (metric mile) and failed to 
make the finals. But he loved the ex­ 
perience of being part of the Games. 
Nick Carter, born in Lompoc in 1902, 
graduated from Lompoc High in 1920 and 


Occidental College in ’25. A track bum 
before it was fashionable, the number- 
one miler on the West Coast in his prime, 
a top international class competitor. 
He’s now retired from coachng (30 
years as head track coach at UCSB) and 
real estate sales, and lives in Santa Bar­ 
bara, within walking distance 
of 
Montecito Country Club, where he ducks 
in a round or two every week. 
Carter maintains a heavy schedule of 
track-meet officiating. He’s the AAU 
commissioner for Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties. He officiates high 
school, collegiate and AAU meets. He 
was asked to be the scorer (head of­ 
ficial) at the recent National AAU 
Championships at UCLA, but declined so 
he couk) attend the 50-year reunion of his 
graduating class at Occidental. 
He gets back to Lompoc occasionally, 
as he did during the Flower Festival. The 
Flower Festival Distance Carnival was 
dedicated to Nick. He was parade Grand 
Marshall in '72 
“The people in Lompoc never have 
forgot me, and I appreciate it very 
much,” he says. 
Carter has vivid memories of his 
boyhood in Lompoc. His family lived at 
Santa Rita until he was 10, then moved 
into the Valley. 
"I knew every family between Surf 
and Santa Rita,” Carter says. Lompoc 
High had 125 students when Nick was a 
senior, and his graduating class con­ 
sisted of three boys and seven girls. 
"We had a ranch,” says Nick. "Father 
died when I was in the fourth grade, but 
we kept the ranch until I graduated from 
high school. Then mother leased the 
ranch and went to Hawaii and I went to 
college.” 
That ranch played a key role in his 
physical development. It was in the 
foothills between Lookout Point and 
Miguelito Canyon. 
“I used to go up after the cows every 
day,” he says. "That’s how I built my 
legs up, and didn’t know it.” 
There were no cows to chase at Oxy, so 
Nick went out for track and became a 
pretty fair miler. In his junior year '24, 
he was ready to take on the world. He 
won the mile at the west coast Olympic 
tryouts, thus earning a shot at the 
National tryouts back east. But a week 
before the nationals, he came down with 
the measles and had to stay home. 
"But if I had made the team in ’24,” 
says Nick, “I wouldn’t have tried again 
in ’28.” 
Sights set firmly on the ’28 Games, 
Carter continued to run after graduating 
from Oxy in *25.

"I had people criticize me,” he says. 
"Athletes were considered tramps if 
they competed after they got through 
with school. But I stayed with it for three 
years, working part time while I trained 
and competed.” 
The extra work paid off not only in a 
berth on the ’28 team, but in a chance to 
run some historic match races against 
the world’s greatest milers. 
In his senior year at Oxy, Nick was in­ 
vited to run against the incomparable 
Paavo Nurmi of Finland and U.S. mile 
champ Lloyd Hahn. Hahn and Nurmi 
were to run 1 Vk miles, while Carter and 
the other runners were to go just a mile. 
The race took place in Lee Angeles, the 
first night meet ever at the then-young 
Coliseum. 
A small crowd was expected, but 
45.000 showed up. 


"They didn’t have enough ticket- 
takers, and the people broke down the 
turnstile gates,” Carter laughs. "They 
were charging two bits a head.” 
Nurmi ran fast but gracefully, "And I 
ran right behind him,” Carter says 
Nurmi was leading at the mile mark and 
Carter was right behind, checking in 
with a then-personal-best time of 4:19. 
In ’27. Carter and Edwin Wide of 
Sweden ran a special one-on-one match 
race mile in the Coliseum, Nick winning 
in 4:16.4, his best time ever. 
A ’29 match race against Nurmi was 
scratched when the Flying Finn’s plane 
was snowed in at Salt Lake City. And 
Carter closed out his career in ’29 by 
beatii^ national champ Ray Conger in a 
match race in the Coliseum, clocking 
4:18.4.

Rockfishing good. 
Winds limit catch 


Rockfishing out of Avila is good/but winds have hampered the 
fishermen, and the boats have been coming in early every day. 
The best off have been the early-morning fishermen, who had 
their fish before nine o’clock and came right in. The fish, mainly 
king salmon, are increasing in size, with some going as hitfi as 30 
pounds. 
Usually the sea is very calm until about 10 a.m. and then things 
start to happen. 
Such was in evidence one day 
last week, as the sea looked as 
smooth as glass until about 9:45 
and then the whole atmosphere 
changed and the sea was a mess 
of waves and most boats were 
heading for shelter. 
The “ M arauder.” out 
rockfishing, came in early with 
a wet and' soggy bunch of 
anglers who received their 
rainchecks. They said soon 
after they left the shoreline the 
weather completely changed, 
and even the veteran anglers 
agreed that it had been as bad 
as they had ever seen, the 
change from smooth to rough 
was so quick and complete. 
Pier fishing is attracting a crowd of summer visitors who just 
like to throw in a line and sit and wait to see what comes, which is 
mostly “tom cod” with an occasional barred perch. 
The younger anglers are having a big time with »nail red snap­ 
pers. However, they must remember there is a bag limit of these 
succulent little fish. 
This rule was being enforced a year ago when it was found that 
sackfuls of snappers were finding their way to the camp garbage 
cans. 
Sea Landing of Santa Barbara has solved its bait problem, and 
with an ample supply of anchovies on hand, is fishing the islands 
daily. 
They usually run the “Corsair” in the shallow water and it’s pay­ 
ing off. Lots of ocean whites and sheephead cod are being caught, 
along with some ling cod. 
Boats are also going out to Naples Reef for calico bass, with good 
results. For the summer .Sea Landing is running a successful 
twilight boat to the local reefs for bass. 
The bass in both areas are running three pounds on the average, 
and as high as seven. 
There are a few scattered reports of 30-pound halibut being taken 
by private boaters. Of the few that Sea Landing has taken in the 
last week, the largest weighed 20 pounds 


Not only is Lake Cachuma yielding more catfish than any other 
lake around, it is also yielding the largest cats, by far. While Lopez 
and Margarita are struggling to maintain a 14-pound average, 
Cachuma's average rides steady at a whopping nine pounds with a 
top end of 22 pounds, far better than any of the other local lakes. 
The cats in Cachuma, until recently, were all concentrated 
around the log boom, but with the moving of that, die fish have 
begun to spread out. 
The main areas now are the east end of the lake, which still is die 
most prductive. Santa Cruz Bay, Cachuma Bay and Johnson Bay. 
Blue gill and red ear fishing is also good, with these fish at the 
east end of the lake, down 10 to 75 feet 
Bass is still good in the early mornings from 5 .30 to 6:30 on top of 
the water, and after that, until 9, they are in the top 10 feet. There 
is also a lesser bite in the evenings, but during the middle of the 
day. forget it. 
Trout fishing is very poor with most of them down at least 70 feet 
near the dam. Trout has also slack«! off in Lopes Lake, dcapite 
many plantings. The crappie are moving in from deep water at 


■ Lopez, and reports are that they are big 
Some time ago, Chas Fullerton, Director of the DFG. was asked 
o report on conditions in Lop« Lake. 
He replied recently that a survey of Lopez indicates that there 
ire healthy conditions at this time, with bass and rainbow trout 
poking the largest portion of the population. His creel census in- 
licated that the majority of the angling pressure was direct«! 
towards trout and that interviews with bass anglers indicate there 
is no lack of fish. He says that Lopez Lake has always been an un­ 
usual lake when predictions about fishing are being made. 
He takes the stand that fishing in Lopes is beyond reproach, and 
to contact the Associate Fish Biologist in Monterey for further in­ 
formation — in other worlds: Leave me alone!

Former Saigon power has patron 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
The new 
Italian government 


WASHINGTON — In the cynical view, 
it is unreasonable to expect Italy to have 
a viable government. The Italians, so the 
legend i,. are charming, laughter-loving 
given to breaking out with operaUc arias 
on any occasion. How foolish to expect 
them to have a government that can 
collect taxes, curb deficit spending, cor­ 
rect the balance of 
payments and restrain 
tbe vast subsidies that 
go to state-owned 
enterprises. 
If any proof of this 
happy little thesis 
were needed, it was in 
the recent Italian elec- 
tions. Despite the 
narrow defeat of the 
Communists, they left 
the country in exactly 
the same state of im­ 
potence and uncer­ 
tainty that has prevailed under the 
revolving door governments of the 
Christian-Democratic minority. 


But the grim fact is that Italy has bare­ 
ly survived in recent years through loans 
that have come from both international 
agencies such as the International 
Monetary Fund and private banks, in­ 
cluding several large American financial 
institutions. 
This escape hatch has now been large­ 
ly closed and a new, uncertain govern­ 
ment, if a coalition can be formed, will 
have to take draconian measures to end 
the drift toward bankruptcy. 
^ 
Again the cynic may ask whether it 
really matters. The answer is that it 
does, as the position of the West in the 
Mediterranean has steadily worsened. A 
bankrupt Italy, unable or unwilling to 
sustain its role in NATO, would mean 
one more hole in the western defense line 
in the Med. 
Little realized is the way in which the 
inheritance from Mussolini's fascism 
has continued to dominate the Italian 
economy. The show-off dictator created 
the corporate state within which 
government-controlled corporations con- 
ducted the major business enterprises. 
They were the source not only of cor­ 
ruption and waste, but of gross inef­ 
ficiency. Mussolini rewarded faithful 
followers with highly paid jobs in these 
carefully protected enclaves. 
In a. searching analysis of Italy’s 
malaise in Foreign Affairs, Guido Carli, 
governor of the Bank of Italy from 1960 
to 1975, points out that today more than 


50 per cent of the country's gross 
national product is accounted for by the 
state. He calls Italy a “neo-corporatist” 
state. 
B u sin e sse s th r e a te n e d with 
bankruptcy and the loss of jobs are given 
the protective cover of a government 
corporation. 
The trade unions, and the British offer 
a parallel here, can bring greater 
leverage to bear on these state-owned 
enterprises than they can on the private 
sector. Railroads, public utilities, steel- 
making. the national airline, banks, com­ 
puters. machinery, shipbuilding, textiles 
and many other sectors are state con­ 
trolled. 
Disparities in income and influence, as 
between the private and public sectors, 
and the size of the “parasitic" unproduc­ 
tive areas, Carli says, cannot be reduced 
to tolerable levels by enlarging the 
government coalition. 
As an election appeal the communists 
had put forward their “historic com­ 
promise" offer under which they would 
take certain posts along with the 
Christian-Democrats 
Whether the caretaker Prime Minister 
Aldo Moro will succeed in forming a new 
coalition government with Communist 
participation is questionable Even if he 
succeeds, his first task will be to try to 
find outside help to relieve the crushing 
burden of debt and ever-increasing 
deficit. With a rate of inflation running 
at one time at 20 per cent, this will not be 
easy. 
Presumably Moro, one of the tired 
faces in and out of the prime minister’s 
office, will represent Italy at the summit 
conference called by President Ford In 
Puerto Rico. 
While he may be congratulated 
because his party outdistanced the Com­ 
munists by five percentage points, 
despite the heavy Red gains, he is likely 
to find rough going when he appeals for 
economic help. Nor can he supply any 
plan for cutting through the quagmire of 
welfarism and corporatism that weighs 
down the Italian economy 
The NATO naval base at Naples is of 
primary importance. With Greece half in 
and half out and Turkey closing down 
U.S. listening posts, it is a focal point for 
defense of the Mediterranean littoral. 
The influence of Washington and the 
Vatican undoubtedly contributed to the 
fact that the Christian-Democrats came 
out in the lead. But tbe outcome did not 
mean a new and vigorous government or 
a solution to the economic crisis.

WASHINGTON - A Los Angeles 
scrap-metal magnate has brought pres­ 
sure on U.S. authorities to admit Lt 
Gen. Dang Van Quang, the former 
notorious South Vietnamese intelligence 
chief, into the United States. 
The metals magnate, Sam Jaffe, has 
offered Quang a job with his corporation, 
Stelex 
International. 
According to confiden- 
tial 
g o v e rn m e n t 
memos, Jaffe ex­ 
plained that he wanted 
the 
controversial 
Quang because of his 
political connections 
''Y o u m ust be 
politically oriented to 
do 
b u sin ess 
in 
Southeast Asia," one 
memo quotes Jaffe as 
saying. "There is no 
way to do business in 
any of these countries without paying of- 


Quang's skills in the art of corruption 
are well-documented. He was associated 
in Saigon with heroin smuggling, extor­ 
tion and torture. He sold exit visas, for 
example, to panicky South Vietnamese 
refugees trying to flee ahead of the 
Communists. One refugee has told of a 
$10.000 payment that Quang extorted 
These charges have been largely sub­ 
stantiated by the Canadian government, 
which now has Quang on its hands He 
has been ordered deported as an 
undesirable person," with permission 
to remain in Canada only until he can 
find another country that will take him 
As chief of South Vietnam’s Central 
Intelligence Agency and a close con­ 
fidante of President Nguyen Van Thieu, 
Quang was formerly a power in Saifton. 
He abused his power with a viciousness 
that has made him a target of a South 
Vietnamese vengeance squad called the 
Black April Committee. According to 
government memos, he stands “accused 
of torturing and killing Vietnamese 
nationals " 
Jaffe succeeded in endearing himself 
to Quang during the intelligence chief’s 
glory days The relationship helped Jaffe 
wangle a contract to buy scrap metal 
from the former Saigon government. 
“After all," he explained recently to 
U S officials, “the country had been at 
war 30 years, and there was a lot of scrap 
around." 
Quang escaped from Saigon just ahead 
of the city’s downfall in April 1975. He 
turned up at Fort Chaffee, Ark., as a 
faceless refugee. But other refugees 
recognized him j&nd threatened retalia­ 
tion Less than two weeks after his 
arrival, be fled for his life from tbe 
refugee camp. 
Against Jaffe's advice, Quang kept go­ 
ing until he reached Montreal, Canada. 
But he found no peace in Canada, where 
other Vietnamese refugees spotted him 
and disclosed his dark past to the Cana­ 
dian authorities 
In desperation, the 
deposed mogul sought to return to the 
United States. 
This required an employment cer­ 
tificate and an immigration visa. Jaffe 
came through with a ringing character 
endorsement, which we found in govern­ 
ment files. 
“1 have known Dang Van Quang for 
about two years," Jaffe swore in an af­ 
fidavit dated Aug. 19, 1975. “He would 
make a good citizen of the United States 
... He is known to me to be an honest man 
of great integrity." 
Quang’s reputation as a torturer and kil­ 
ler, however, raised doubts that he would 
make a good U.S. citisen. His labor cer­ 
tificate, therefore, was turned down. 
Now the scrap-metal dealer is making 
another, more intensive effort to break 
down the immigration barrier for Quang. 1 
In another appeal for a labor certificate, 
Jaffe told the Los Angeles office of the 
Labor Department that Quang “should 
have been president of Vietnam " 
As recounted in a confidential memo, 
Jaffe also told the labor officials that 
Quang 
was a victim of a Communist 
plot in Montreal." The metals magnate 
added meaningfully: “There are an aw­ 
ful lot of Communists in the Montreal 
area.” 
It was left for Quang’s attorney, 
Michel Shore, to do the final arm 
twisting A memo on Shore’s interces­ 
sion refers to his “intimidation and In­ 
sinuations " Shore also indicated that 
Quang was “a former high level Vietnam 
officer who also had very high level 
friends in the State Department and was 
a former CIA employe,"
